desert ci Persia, it passes ‘by way of 


Meshed, Mery, and Bokhara inte central 
Asia and on to the borders of China. In 
tine of peace it has served as a thorough- 
fare of commerce between Mesopotamia 
and China; in time of war it has directed 
the march of armies, — 

The war chariots of Cyrus and Acrxes 
rumbled over it, Alexander led his co- 
horts along it to Asiatic conquest, Per- 
atan liberty and religion fell before the 
Moslem Arabs who surged through this 
sais in the seventh century, Still 
ater it gave too ready passage to the de- 
yastating Mongal hordes of Hulagu andl 

aghis Khan; then, as Persia's power 
declined and oeean trade routes open 
tip, this highway accompanied its builders 
into sad dilapidution. 

But once more, with the outbreak of 
the World War, remote. Persian came 
within a scheme of world congitest; and 
German, Turkish, Russian, and British 
armies fought along this erumblmg high- 
way, where Turkizth ox-carts 1 retreat 
outdistanced the motor thuicks of the 
Russians. 

Mefore the war was over a new, well- 
macadamized road existed, built by the 
British Rowval Engineers—a read whiel- 
is tiut the forerunner of a railway, al- 
realy in operation to the Persian frontier 
near Kasr-i-Shirin, that will canpect Te- 
herun, and -eventeally all of Persia, with 
the Hagdad Railway at [sigelad. 


Se the war has rediscovered Persia and 


brought new prominence to the affairs of 
its chipttal. 


A CITY AS OLD AS -PIRSLAN: TUSTORY 


No one knows how long there has. teen 
a city where this molem capital stands. 
ft hus not always been called Teheran, 
and it has not always been in quite the 
same spot; but a city has existed in this 
locatity as far hock as Persian history 
records; for so suitable a location could 
not well be overlooked. 

The present city stands 3810 feet 
above senlevel, at the foot of the immer 
stopes of the Elburz Monunthins, which

ris# at this point nearly 13,000 fect.. To 
the somtheast is the great, lifeless ilesert, 
shaped like a hnge hour-glass, ooo miles 
in length, from the frothills of the Elburz 
rate, in the north, almost to the Indian 
Qeean, in the south, and ranging. m 
width from 300 te 100 miles. 

This untraversable wilderness doter- 


mines this point as the junetion of the 


great trunk route from Mesnpotantia mto 
the East, the north and south road 
through central Persia, and the old cara- 


wun trail westward through Kazvin and 


Tahriz to the Binack Sen. 


TEHERAN HAS ANIZOSA CLIMATE 


Passes through the Elbure from. the 
Caspan Sea converge upon Tehetan 
from the east and west ;and water, whose 
presence is af such supreme importance 
in the location of a Persian city, is here 
in abundancée, The annual rainfall is: 
only ten inches; hut im the mountains 
which overshadow ‘the city are springs, 
wells, and ishing streams; and tot far 
to the northwest and northeast the Karaj 
and Jajrad rivers burst from their moun- 
tain porges to itrigate the rich surround- 
ing plains which produce the city's: food 
supply. 

ie district, Which Jies in ahdut the 
latitude of Cape Hatteras, has. a tem- 
perate, healthful climate which is invigor- 
nting and pleasant during nine months 
of the year, The three sommer months 
are excessively hot and dry, but if ane 
wishes the luxuri of a sumrnet resort, it 


is necessary only to load one's belongings 


on a string of donkeys or a springless 
cart aml move <ix or elght miles ti one 
of the cool mountain villages, where, the 
six or seven hundred members of the 
foreign colony and many of the Persians 
take refuge from the heat. 

Teheran weather is similar to that of 
Arizona, bit several degrees cooler, both 
i simmer and winter, The mghts are 
alwava cool, the sun shines nearly every 
day of the veat, the winter is brief and 
noderate, and the long-spring and autumn 
are like these seasons in delightful eouth- 
em California. 

Although occupying an anciedt site, 
Teheran is a very modern caty. It hn 
been the capital of Persia only a little 
more than a century, and haa been an 
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Thur trip caver te treaiitatiea 


Whiportant metropolis for 
amiuch shorter: time than 
that. Khages, dr Ket, its 
predecessor Id this ais 
trict, wis a populous city 
ot ancient Media, thrived 
in the middle ages, is:said 
to have had a popolation 
of one ond o halt mil- 
lion, atid to have been the 
largest city enst of Laly- 
lon, but fourkl itself too 
centrally locoted for ‘its 
Own permmutence and 
eontinided  prosper- 
ity; when the Atongols 
awept through western 
LSta, 

When the tmhomem 
Agha Alohammed khan, 
after a bitter civil war, 
in i7o3 founded the 
Turkish dynasty which 
now riles over Persia, 
he did net dare to estab- 
lish the seat of pover 
ment ot a =pot so far te 
moved from the pasture 
lands of the Kajars as 
Shiraz, the farmer capi- 
tal. So Teheran. which 
not-only commanded the 
highways Of the plateau, 
but ala the entrance to 
the Ilburz passes lead- 
ing to this tribe's ortei- 
nal poserssions on the 
southeastern shores of 
the Casman, beeame the 
cipital of the Kajar 
kings 

At that tome the new 
Capital, which had been 
wiped out by the Ad- 
ghans m I723%, cornststed 
of not more than three 
thereat icra cf =iti- 
dried brick: A Euro- 
moan traveler who visited 
Teheran am: 1790 wrote 
that, “In spite af Agha 
AMlohanmmed’s. efferts to 
induce: people to settle 
and merchants and man- 
uficturers ta establish 
themselves there, the 
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75.000 <ouls, including a garrison of 
? OC,” 

Hut once the prestige of the new 
dyniety was established, this miud-walled 
hamlet grew with amozing rapwlity, con 

dering the decadence of tts surround: 
mgs: and today, with tts 300,000 inhalb- 
tants and its forvign colony represdnting 
ft lenat a score of nationalitves, mis met 
anby the metropolis of Persia, bata city 
of considerable international naporiunce 

The substinition of internal peace for 
anarchy in the eountry was beund to 
repopulate ins productive district, bul 
the shitting of trade rowies westward, 
through the tise of Russian commerce, 
largely restricted Teheran’s commercial 
inpeartanece to that of a local distriluting

The Persians commonly refer to ‘Te- 
heran by its title, “The Foot of the 
Throne.” As the Kajar sway exteruled,

office-seekers— in fact. all those who 
wished to busk mm the sunlight of roval 
fiver—crowiled into Teheran and set up 
their lavish establishments, ‘With them 
came their obaauions hordes of parasitual 
Clients, anil after them the pocts, scholars, 
buffoons, and quack scientists, a shabby 
hand at thittering petsiiners who by 
nimileness of wit would live by roval or 
noble par tironiagre.

Teheran is only seventy miles south of 
the Caspian, but the road must climb and 
twist for 240 miles in order to arrive 
there. | : 

At the post-howse your means of trans- 
portation awaits you. You clamber gin- 
gerly into the debris of what may have 
been in a long-forgotten cra a very ele- 
gant and commedious coupé, but which 
now, with your virieyated assortment of 
luggage lashed to every uyailable projec- 
tion, approximates more closely an itiner- 
ant peddlers van than anything else. 

A dark-visaged bandit, whet you have 
been regarding with suspicion, pours a 
pail or two of water on the warping 
wheels and axles-for lubricating purposes, 
clambers to the driver's box, feers back 
from under his huge, pot-shaped felt hat, 
grunts to the four gaunt ponies harnessed 
abreast, and vou clatter off with a jangle 
of belis along the well-built Russian read 
to Teheran. © 

Theoretically, if one travels day and 
night, the trip requires a day and a half; 
actually, about twice that long. At #ix- 
teen-mile intervals there are exasperating 
delays, capable of obbrrviation by the 
judicious use of baksheesh, in the chang- 
ing .of harees and drivers, to say nothing 
of the addition! halts while the driver 
has his tea or pipe of opium at a roadside 
tea-house or ties up a broken spring or 
dilapidated harness with a bit of rag. 
Bur, unless the whole equipage rolls over 
a elif while the Avmet-trusting coach- 
man takes a. nap, you are almost certain 
to turn up eventially at the walls of 
‘Teheran. 


THE HOME OF TILE TIVACANIAN TIGREK 


From the oppressive humidity of the 
rygrion Of the rice-felds, the resid pradu- 
ally ascends to the shade of the deep for- 
est belt, whose labyrinth of close-prowing 
tres and interwoven giant creepers forms 
a: dark, silent Jane, with tmpenetrable 
green walls, into which the carriage in- 
trodes with its ceaseless nimble of heavy- 
red wheels and the constunt jingle of 
the pony bells. 

Perhaps  pucsing band of hunters, 
with a freshly killed wild boar or leopard, 
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kerves to break the solitude and to re- 
mind the traveler that from this very 
jungle, which extends without a break 
for hundreds of miles along the northern 
slopes of the Elburz, cane the feree 
Hyrcanian tigers used hy the Roman 
emperors. for their spectacular cvtitests 
of the aren. 

Sometimes the road follows the Sehd 
Rui, or White River, the only stream to 
break its way throngh to the Caspian 
from the plateau; or leaves tt to. follow 
the brink of a canyon. | 

The abruptness of the ascent increnses ; 
the forest area ia left behind; thriving 
vineyards, bearing luscious seedless and 
skinless fruit, cover the billsidles; oc- 
casional clumps of olive trees appear, 
and: frequent groups of tattered peasants 
stare curiously at the infidel invader in 
the passing carriage. 

‘The aspect of the country now changes 
rapidly, All stgens of habitation, except 
a few wretched dugeuts, disappear, and 
the old coach climbs heavily, over barren 
rocks, to the bleak stmmil of the pass, 
7000 feet above the sea. |

might itis weird, ‘The dubious accommn-- 
dations at the post-houses tender the ex- 
treme might cold and the uncertainties of 
the dark road the lesser of two evils:

For the most part the buildings, the

through a ‘stately gateway one pets a 
glimpse of conventionally ordered fawers 
and shrubbery, spraying fountiins, and 
the brick or stucco residence of some 
Persian prince or noble.

‘hubhuh of an overgrown Persian village, 
increased by the clatter of carts and dros-

In the city, as in the coimtry, the ugly 
wall t¢ a svmbolic dividing line hetweert 
present- -day development and yesterday's 
prinmntivencss. 

1@ northern portion af the city, Inailt 
up largely during the last generation, is 
quite different from the southern, or 
older, section. This newer part, the 
product of western influence, has many 
wide, well-graded streets, same of then 
lined with elms and plane trees; and it 
hoists of a tramway, electric lights, mo- 
ton-picture theaters, hotels and restan- 
rants, European shops, and numerous 
respectable buildings of semi-Western 
architecture. 

In this area are located some of the 


government buildings, the foreign jega- 


tions, the homes of the foreign residents 
and of most of the wealthier Persians, 
humerous fortign business and philan- 
thropie institutions, including the large 
American mission schools and hospital, 
andl ales the stall Anmentan and Parsee

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MODERN PERSIA AND ETS CAPITAL 


The southern part of Teheran is an 
undisturbed bit of eld Persia—the great 
bavaars, the narrow, twisting, dirty alleys 
with their filthy gutters, the blind-franted 
adobe hewse walls, and the wnkempr, 
sickly people, who stare or! hoot at the 
foreign interloper, all representative of 
that majar portion of Persian city fife as 
yet untouched by Wester ways. 


ARTILLERY SQUARE If THE HEART OF 
TEH ERAN 


The city centers around a large pubhe 
plaza, the Maidan-e-Toop Khanch, or 
Artiflery Square, which has been devel- 
oped into a public park, where a nme her 
of antiquated cannon, the spotls of for- 
ner Conquests, are exhibited. 

Fronting the eastern end of this square 
is the hendquarters of the [Dritish-man- 
aged Imperin] Bank of Persia, a striking 
building of gavly adorned Perso-Euto- 
penn architecture. Facing the square on 
the other three sides are arched and tal- 
cond military barracks. 

Six important avenues lead, through 
brilliantly tessellated, arched: gatewars, 
from this inclosure. Fram the terth- 
eastern corner Kiiaban-e-Lalehzar, or 
Tulip. Field Avenne, the chief business 
street, runs north, past the post-office and 
ctstou-bouse, From the corresponding 
northweeterm comer the Khinhan-e-Ala- 
ed-Dewleh, along which are located) many 
af the important legations and the two 
European hotels, parnllels this street. | 

Long tramway streets ton ¢ist and 


west: from the sowthessterm corner a. 


busy thoroughfare leads to the bazaars, 
and through the southwestern gateway 
passes the broad, tree-arched Khinlas-e- 
Almasich, the Avenue of Diamonds, to 
the royal palace. 

The palace, with the treasury, foreign 
office, roval college, telegraph depart- 
ment, amd varies other government 
buildings, is located within the old, myud- 
walled cttadel, 

One is struck bv the abundance of 
clear, flowing water in the well-kept: pal- 
ace gardens, and although the lnildings 
themselves ate architecturally and. strin- 
turally disappointing. they are substan- 
tinthy built of brick and exceedingly m- 
teresting because of their bizarre and 
fantastic exterior and interior decoration.

The tayal musenim is well worth & vist,

Teherati's hundicap asa modern city is 
felt in. her lack of fine Mister mstite- 
tions, “There are no mosques or religious 
colleges of any distinguished antryuity or 
holiness, although modern ones are nn 
merous: The finest ts the Afasjid-e- 
Sepahsalar, which was tint by a former 
prime minister, It stands in the northern 
part of the city, near the Haharistan Pal- 
aot, at oe tithe the residence of this same 
official, hut sinee the granting of the Con- 
stitution in 1900 occupied by the Persian 
Parliament. 


TEMERAN JAS 1S AVIATION PELD 


A somewhat tnisial pont of tterest 
is the great Maidan-e-Mashk, or Drill 
Sijuare, a forty-aere military parade 
rround in the midst of the city, mot far 
north of the central square, which 1 one 
af the largest inclosures of ita kind in the 
world. At present it is teed chiefly as. a 
ruce-course, and by the young Persians, 
who are enthusiastically acoptng this 
Western game, as a fiutball field It is 
also proving an admirable fying field for 
recently intrwiiteed airplanes, | 

There is a splendid, tnebstriucted view 


of the great mountain tange north of the 


city from this large field, as well as of 
the mighty snow-clad cone of Demavend, 
which, off to the northeast, holds its soli- 
tary position nearly four miles wpward in 
the clear blue heavens (see text, pies 
395, to 400). , 
Towever unalterable the lows of the 
nncient Medes and Persians may have 
heen, it would be incorrect to speak of 
present-day Persia as unchanging. The 
traveler who reaches this coneclnsion after 
noting habits and customs handed down 
from Achwemenian times has failed to 
consider that the passing [ersian civiltza- 
tien never reached the submerged masses:

Since Teheran is the capital and has 
driwn its rapidly grawing population 
from throughout the whole city, 1 
alfords an easy oppertunity ta pequire a 
general idea of the religious groups to be 
Tound m Persia.

AN ASCENT OF MOUNT DEMAVEND, THE 
PERSIAN OLYMPUS 


AsY one who has carefully examined 
fa small map of Asin has probably 
meticed as one of the few designated fea- 
tures of the portion occupied by Persia 
the rather striking name, Mount Dema- 
vend, The emphasis given to this spot 
by the absence of many other defined 
locutions throughout the country is quite 
in keeping with its size, thagnihcence, 
mid iMmportatice. 

Demavend, which outrvals in propor- 
tions any mountain in Europe, is the 
highest peak in southwestern Asia, for it 
rises toe an altitude of nearly 20,000 feet 
above sealevel. Whether viewed through 
the mists from the Caspian Sea or in the 
clear, thin air ef the Iranian plateau, its 
snow-nibbed volcanic cone is a vision of 
surpassing splermior, Hut to realize its 
full grandeur one mist See it from the 
crest of a newhboring range, where the 
eve cin take in with a single aweep the 
unbroken rise ftom base to summit, or 
from some point a hundred miles south- 
ward aeross the desert. where it still 
dominates the hazy honzen long after the 
rugged outlines of its surroundmg ranges 
have dissolved in the distance, 


THE PARATISE OF ROWASTER 


Is it to be wonilered at that such a 
superb landmark should held a promi- 
ment place from the earbest times in the 


legend and the sisperstition of the Iranian 
peoples ° 

As Mount Olympus in Greece was the 
home of the gods, so the paradise of 
Zoroaster was the summit of Demavend 
in Persin. Many legends have developed 
from its mysterious, fear-inspiting gran 
deur, important among which is that oi 
the monster tyrant Zotnk, who, Inilted 
in fis worldwide tyranny, was chainerl, 
Prometheus like, gpon this peak. ‘This 
tale, which is found in the sacred writ- 
ings Of the Fire ‘Worshipers and in 
Persian classical poetry, is still cherisherl 
in (he folk-lore of the inhabitants; and so 
strong ts the inherited syperstition, that 
ever today the vewturesome traveler ta 
warmed not to attempt the ascent of the 
ingntain, because “the devils will get 
yon” 

“ot only has this great mountain held 
a lofty place in mythology, but it has 
cast its far-reaching shadow over many 
tpoch-making events in history, Alms 
at its very base (in the Median metrop- 
alis of Rhages) was born the mother of 
foroaster. It marks the eastern limit of 
the raids of the Assyrians before the rise 
to power of the great kings of Persin, 
and its frowning eastern face overlooked 
the mountain home of the rising Parthian 
Empire. Alexander the Great pauses 
beneath it in his parsuit of Daring TTT 
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foliage in the background ilicate the al

tion of intrepid adventurers Gf all ages 
Within its shadow a@ score of great dy- 
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nasties have risen and fallen, and today 
it stands as one of the few remaiming 
glories of the Persian Empire. _ 

The Elbure Mountain range, of which 
Demavend is an outstanding member, ts 
a unit in the great mountiim system that 
stretches from southern Europe to cen- 
tral Asia, and, with regard to Persia, is 
the great dividing line between the north- 
ern limite of the Iranian plateau and the 
Caspian depression—a 12,000-foot wall 
separating a hasin St feet below scalevel 
from a table-land averaging 4,000 Teet in 
altitude. Beginning mear Ardalyil, in 
Azerbaijan, it extends southeastward and 
eastward more than 500 miles along the 
southern shores of the Caspiin and into 
Khorasan. 

This great motntain wall gives north- 
ery Persian the anomaly of two almost 
cantignoms bot quite different clmates- 
The moisture of the Caspian basin 14 ex- 
eluded from the interior, resulting, on the 


northern side, in a semi-tropical climate, 


with an annual rainfall of over $0 inches 
and luxuriant orange groves and crops of 
rice and cotton, and, on the mountain 
sides themselves, dense forests of hard- 
wood, while the southern cscarpment is 
barren aril supplies scarcely enough 
water for the narrow but fertile desert 
fringe at is hase, with its crops of grain 
and fruits of the Termperate Zone. 


A QUIESCEST VOLCANO 


Demavend itself is aboat 45 miles 
northenst of Teheran, in the central of 
three purallel chains. It towers high 
above these flanking mountains, whose 
summmnits do not exceed two-thirds is ¢le- 
vation, the only mountain peak among 
endless series of ridges, [ts conical form 
and seemingly even slope of about 45 de- 
grees from top to bottom at once indicate 
ite woleunie matte, 

Although there is no record of an erup- 
tion tn historic times, the volcano can be 
called quiescent rather than extinct, for 
about the base are numerous hot springs, 
and ot the summit one finds evidence of 
volcanic heat at no great distance beneath 
the surface, 

While from a distance its come seems 
to taper almost to a point, it really termi- 
nites ina bow!l-like crater about one huwn- 
dred yards in diameter, which is almost 
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entirely filled with snow, The internal 
leat ts-suficrent to melt the snow about

Strange to say, the exact altinde of 
Demavend still remains uncertain. Nu- 
merone measurements have been made, 
ranging from. 18,000 to over 22,0m feet, 
an average of the most reliable giving an 
altinide of about 19,000, though the single 
measurement commonly accepted ts 18,- 
qf feet. 

THE ASCENT 


Tor a mountnin of this size, the ascent 
commat he considered especially difficult, 
there being few obstacles other than the 
eold, the rarity of the atmosphere, and 
fatigue. 

Because of-the superstitions awe with 
which the inhabitants regard the moun- 
fain, very few of them have tried to scale 
it, and it requires the inducement of a 
month's salary to-secure a guide for the 
climb, if one can be found at all. ‘The 
firxt Enropean to make the ascent was 
William T. Thomson, in 837. Since then 
it has bern accomplished by several Ev- 
ropeans, by three Amencans, and in gry 
by seven Persian hoy scouts. 

Late aumtner, with its settled weather 
and minunun of anow, ts, of course, the 
best time of the year for the ascent. Al- 
though Teheran, the nearest large city, 1s 
the lomical pent of departure, the pre- 
ciprtens nature of the western scarp ne- 
cessitates a circuitous approach, A. tliree- 
day tip tikes one neross the first range 
of mountains by the Afcheh Pass, with 
an elevation of 9.000 feet; then, between 
the two ranges, down the well-watered 
Lar Valley, which duting its brief sum- 
mer season supperts the flocks and heres 
of nomadic tent-dwellers, who pass their 
winters m the plain villages south of Te- 
heran, and skirting the southern base of 
the mountain tteelf, to the village of Renn, 
above the canvort east of Demavendd, 
where the Heraz River cuts through on 
its way to the Caspian, 

This mountain village, which has an 
elevation of about 6,000 feet, makes an 
excellent base, for from this point a well- 
defined tratl winds upward 7,000 feet, ta 
Where a few shepherds pasture their 
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dare not go to sleep for fear of rolling 
off upon one of the patent camp-fires, 
The ascent from this temporary Gunp 
to the crater recires about ten hours of 
actial climbing: su, however one arranges 
it, part of the trip up or down must be 
tide at night. Although with nightiall 
the cold becomes extremely severe, there 
is the compensation of earnest the weiti- 
derfully luminous imoonlight of Persian 
under very ttinsual conditions. Soft, 
mellow, yet throwing almost the radiance 
of diy on every peak and crag and snow- 
field, it hells ane entranced by a stene 
more glorious than befalls the lot of most 
mottuls to behold: for, far below, the 


feathery clouds roll and swirl bke a seft oa 


(¢thereal ocean, dashing their gentle bil- 
lows agaitet the lesser Tenuta peaks 
that muse their black summits like is 
luis above this fairy sea. 

Constlering the aridity of the region, 
it is not surprising that there are no 
great glaciers to be traversed]; [nut the 
remains of glacial formations, im particu- 
lar one inmiense chasini-like yroove, at 
the head of which iso huge wmmoyvahle 
ice-mass, suggest that at one time the 
eointry enjoyed a more salubriotds cli- 
inate. “The angle of the incline varies 
only from 40 t 55 degrees, this render- 
inv the ascent as monotonous and tring 
as that of an endless laetder.

The Land of the Lion and the Sun as Seen on a Summer 
Caravan Trip

ii ERSIANS. say, with a great feel- 
"ing of envy, that the man whe has 

seen the most of the world is: the 
greatest har, So when | am asked to 
tell “all about Persia,” | generally ask if 
1 should not include Russia, too, having 
been there just six hours. 

What counts most in enfoving, visual- 
igmg, or telling about the “romantic 
East,” or any strange place, is your power 
of imagination, | can but bring together 
adew faded petals: the reader's imagina- 
tion must arrange them and appropriately 
spray them with attar af noses. 

Persia, for n surprising majority of 
peaple in America, Is not much more 
efinite thin a hazy pink or green spot 
swimming aronnd India—“Oh, you 
know, bevend Turkey.” 

Persia suggests Onur Khayyam, gar- 
dene amd migs, rags remembered from 
Gulorful magazine advertisements or 
hasty glimpses into Fifth Avenite win- 
dows.. Many dusty books lie on library 
shelves. All T propese to do is to offer 
a few sketches in rough outline, which 
may help to vistulize Persia of today ; ta 
fin thease green or pink spots onto the 
nap by a few vivid incidents, border them 
with bleak mountain ranges, dot here and 
there with crumbling palaces and cy 
pressed gardens, color with attable hosts 
inthe fonn of rotor chieftains of hige 
tive brands, enliven with mysterious 
veiled ladies and equally hidden but more 
minerois tniniate “critters”; then sweep 
it-all over with dust, bent, decay, and 
almost onbroken desert:

‘can become callous when pounded upon 


continnously; altertately half froren ut 
night or blistering in the sun, as the hours 
dlowly bumped by, for one drove at a 
trot along the ill-fashioned road across 
the uneven prairie, in the night carrying 
mo other light than the consciousness of 
the stirs. 

Every. stone in creation seemed to be 
strewn am the-way during the first night 
ride; sleep was out.of the question, At 
last it began to get hyvlt, and twe proatks, 
largely covered with snow, loomed out of 
the east, gray sentinels in the cold of the 
early dawn. 

As the stm rose a stop was made to 
change horses at a Jone roadside inn on 
a desolate slope sweeping back to the 
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monuttims twenty miles away, A cis- 
tonmairy “conmaught” or channel due uni- 
dergroaund, brought water from a distant 
mountain strain, Cor good Molam- 
Medan companions performed tl their rit- 
iliste yhlutions and torn prayers 
(see illustrations, pages 428 and 429). 

Hy the nest relay it wae hot, with chok- 
ing dust hlowing from across the desert,. 
and progress was-slow, owing te tradts of 
deep sand. In desperation we drank 
some filthy tea, slightly flavored by the 
salie character of the only aynilable 
water. Such was our initiation into the 
delights of traveling by somrgon, Persian 
Government hay-wagon mail service. 


A PERSIAN WAYSIDE INS 


Toward noun we arrived ata village of 
low, mand-hailt houses, cinsterme around 
a Mminiatiire monje, with a sparkling 
blae-tled dome. <A thercnmeter world 
hove registered well over a hondred! in 
the shade; so with silent relief cramped 
legs crawled down from the top. of the 
wagon the moment tts creaking and 
lurching hat ceased. 

Inside the road-house | 
found one large smoky room, A wide 
platform sent, covercd with corse, 
raged rugs and Jou ing OctUpANTS, 
skirted the edge of the room, The 

“eucsts” were eHtectively indistinguish- 
able from bewears, and our é¢ntry had 
ronsed mastof these habitues from their 
nonnday siesia-—or wie it a stupor cuitsed. 
by that drug which is the curse of Persia, 
for there was a smell of opium in the 
atigtiatit air. 

The innkeeper, identified by a grimi- 
ness surpassing that of the others and by 
the fraternal manner of his welceame, had 
statted blowme wp the charconl in the im- 
variable Russinn samovar, The smoke 
curled unconcernedly up to the fat, black- 
ened rack of poplar logs covered with. 
matted branches and earth; it wantonly 
aa Ge . 

d sat oe SR cemild tell it frem his 
hive lat, shaped Tike an-auk's egz—was 
chatting in low gutteral tones to a, group 
by the doorway, probably telling the latest 
massip [¢% (et ti-ayt, the Persians call it) 
from the bazaars of Bagdad. Several 
were amnoking a Aafia, water-pipe (see 
Color Plate VIT), Each inhaled deeply

inouthpiece, onthe end of a coiling the, 
wae passed on, while the contented in- 
haler spat lustily on the earthen floor. 
(thers were sipping tea from diminutive 
piasses with o el Pussling noe.

by the badge on his felt hat, was a Per- 

aan gendarme, was drinking from the 
mouth of a teapot used aa the dipper 
from the keroserie canister in which the 
daily water sipply was kept. 1 have 
heard that a Persian’s idea of a teapot is 
that it ts a vessel the <pout of which is 
especially adapted tw drink from. 

(hor lunch of tea, unleavened, pebble- 
heked bread (see page 455), 4 thivk hut- 
termilk replete with traces of its goat- 
herd engin, raw cucumbers, ant! a melon, 
had been placer! on the platfann beside ws 
The hot sutilight was streaming through 
the one doorway and the few green trees 
eutside looked particularly attractive. [ 
wud a prayer with each mouthful and 
sighed, “Well, this 1s Persia.” 


SMALL YWAVELENS PECAMI CLOSELY 
ATTACHIIED 


To return toa more absorbing aspect 
af our perch on the hay-cart, we had been 

warmed that one of the arineying fratures- 
of riding by mail s ae tl was the Versian 
attitude toward cleanliness, In a country 
where it is “considered effeminate to be 
Clean any moat who i is obtrusively fo 1s 

despised," and where “special resentment 
is harbored against any one who indulges 
in more than one shave per week,” one 
is not apt to be particular about appenr- 
wnces, Unt the intimacy of our compan: 
ionship did not let matters rest there. I 
remember a Eritish ‘Tormn’s pathetic 
complaint during the “hunting season” 
daw in Bagdad: “Tt ain't their blinkin’ 
bitin” wot acts me fed up: it’s their bally 
walkin’ abort!” 

Needless.to say. when; after three and 

a half days of this disquieting method of 
convevnner, we decided to wait for the 
next post-cart at Kashon and had finally 
anid Khowde fofic-shoma (the Persian 
farewell) to our fellow-ravelets, we 
tiest inveluntarily took a great many of 
them with ns, so closely had they berone 
attached, 

One cf the magical charms of Persia 
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is that it continually reveals glorious un- 
expecte contrasts: the cool green of a 
garden breaking the barren iidescent 
plain; the aight of a majestic snow penk 
when you are plodding through dust and 
sam at 90° im the shade: brilliantly 
chiseled bas-reliefs on an abandoned 
mountain side: the shimmering, opales- 
cent dome of a tosiue soarmp alwve 2 
drab city of crambling mud-bunit houses.

LT had not suspected that the lumbering 
jioit-wagon Wwottld be the means of frst 
revedling to ms the subtle wemders of 
nights of caravan, moving an the «desert 
Persian plateau as ona silent, lintithess 
sea, under the stars—oh, stars of Persia!

At Rashan, the mepoted home of the 
Wise Men of the East who set out for

THE FATE OF THE CAPTUNED WRIGANDS 


While walking ont to photograph the 
irquoise-domed Shah Abbas Mosque, 
the moming after aur arrival, we were 
statiled by the sound of a bugle. A 
crowd compested the narrow street. Soon 
a company of white fur-capped. Persian 
police swung into view, In. their center 
marched a tall, gaunt, blick-bearded man 
with hands bound behind his back, It 
was one of the captured brigands being 
taken to the great central square to, be 
hanged. 

Seven mien were hanged the lay before, 
we were told, and nearly two hondred 
more were to be dispersed of that way. 
They were the leaders of the band that 
for ten years had terrorized the moads 
and villages around Ispahan. We had 
passed villages roofless and = deserted 
that they had plundered.

NAGAR ALICH -E.-A FOUR TER N-VEAK-OLD 
DESPERAIN 


Sagir Aliche, the fourteen-year-old 
sn of one of the robher chieftains, was 
umong. the haridful who knew where this 
treneure Iny hidden, Wis deeds were 
more the talk of the bazaar than those of 
any of the older brigands. Poplar 
ror acercdited him with over two hun 
dred human killings ly his own hand or 
rifle, When the Governor of Ispahan 
threatened to have hint blown from ‘the 
month of a cannon unless he told where 
the booty could be recovered, he is re- 
ported to have replied arrogantly: 

“I Kill others every wav, Watch them 
die fast, slow: Myself not vet hella. 
Like best to be blown frem cannon, See 
quick what comes after.” 

There are other stories of this lad 


which confirm reports of hiv fearlesaness, 


When «a thowsmd op so British-trained 
and offivered Persian soliliers lind arrived 
trom the south to help the local Bakh- 
Hari, and the main gang of bandits had 


been rounded wp, captured, or extermi- 


mated, a tm bend of leaders escaped 
through treachery to their owt men, Far 
rent lays they were chased among the 
EDEL EL Sen 

Finally all but the boy, Aliche, and two 
followers were killed or captured, Four 
dave later the three were cornered behind 
a garden wall. The two men were anxious 
to pve in, “What's the use?” they suid. 

The youngster turned, gave them a 
seorninl glance, shot them dead, killed 
three more of the attacking Bakhtiari 
with his dast three cartridges, ane then 
gave himself sap. 

When Albche, Jed shackled before: the 
Governor, wis asked how many men, 
women, and childten he lad killed, he 
havgholy replied; 

“Tt [ had imagined you were such a

Dittainutive asecs with choking loads of 
hay flatten you against a wali or drive 
vou ito the ouening of one of the tiny 
comtitertike stores that line the way:

iresh from the tanneries (Ye gods, how 
much -attar of roses would it take to 


drown a Persian, tannery?) obstinately 


refuse to give vou the right of way; the 
head ‘of a liorse, champing on the cruel 
Persian bit, unexpectedly projects aver 
rour shoulder; as you leap to safety with

you are pushed agninst the oormyg sile of 
a goatskin bag which the migrating hu- 
man soda fountam of Persia carnes (s¢e 
Hustration, page gig), the geller of 
“Wrinking” water fur half a penny a cup- 
ful and freshly drawn from the—bat T 
Spare. you, . 

Calor, mevement, shetits, brayings, 
smells—all through a jazz of dust—such 
is the heart of a: Persian metropolis! 

The labyrinth of bazar siteets in any 
large city covers several ajtnre itiles, 
The varwins trades are concentrated in 
wards. In the cloth bazaar [ remeber 
seeing, beside some of those charming 
*Dersmin prints” (cloth decorated with 
pen-drawe designs of grotesque men and 
beasts, or pressed by hand-cut weod 
blocks with quamt flower fypures), rent 

iles of cheap Manchester or Rirming- 
bain cloth in blatant European patterns, 

In the ‘section of confectioners’ shops 
a large variety of odorous fly-covered 
sWeetments was spread ont on sloping 
shelves tu catch the eve of the crowd, and 
incidentally dust.. In the middle of the 
side street, over a. four-foot copper plat- 
ter, sevetl men, Stripped to the waist, 
polled out = huge mess of thick taffy to a 
choris of shouts and laughter, 

Around the comer was o Persian 
“Chick Lench"; mud- plastered seat 
along the wall of a smoky recess; <aniw- 
var and many hqueur plisses from which 
to sip tea: open fire, over which cm a 
metal spit Persian “hot dogs,” called 
Khobabs (minced meats), were being 
roasted wo the tremulous delight of only 
Persian nostrils (see illustration, p, 470). 

These baraat detalis ate Int snap- 
shots, blurred, distorted. In the murky 
whirl of the bazaar poved pictures wold 
be out of place. OF verbal snap-shots T 
could fil endless pages, for this is the 
market-plice, <chool, movie, ball, field,

Oh, full moons of Persia who have at- 
tained thot zenith of praise for a Mo- 
hammedan beauty, Jet the silken clouds 
comtinie to veil your pride, lest we fine 
those lunguorons eyes, the “Cheshum- 
khuonar’ of the Persian poets, rule but 
the mights of our imaginations! Oh, 
tender, painted faces, lurking under white 
lave-werked veils, veils that you lift sur- 
reptitiously to get a better look at us as 
we pass, disclosing one furtive eye, one 
lonesome eve cscaped from the darkness 
of an unknown harem! Oh, eaecees 
maidens of Persia, half moons of 2 
tery. heware, lest too much be rev aled 
and our vision of delight fy from us, lest 
beauty be stolen with the veil! For such 
is present-day Persia: a land of hidden 
treasures for ovr dreams, but of appal- 
ling disillustons when we are confronted 
with realities, when our expectutions: ar¢ 
brought into the light. 


RETAINING AND REGAINING A THRONE 


By the ehd of 2 week at Ispahan we 
had secured @ nvaleteer, four mules, and 
a donkey with which to negotiate the 
next 700 rondless moles ‘to Shin. 

Naturally, the day we were to start and 
aut waiting on our baggage our muleteer, 
true to his race rather than his many: 
imes sworm promise, did not turn up. 
So we philosophically reflected on what 
Persia would become without the hope 
of “tomorrow.” and had anither day to 
wander through the oules of bazaars, 
pare at the vanishing mural paintings on 
the ruined walls of the great palace of 
Shah. Abbas, and senrch vainly for the 
mmuch-sunz “Roses of Ispahnn.” 

Kiding-on a mule Persian style is about 
as exciting for the novice as a first trip 
on six-foot stiits, Fach oie will carry

up to 300 pottiwdsé: so a great hulk of 
fodder sacks atid Lite te first piled 
on, with bedding thrown on top to mold 
these into a less irregular and hence more 
shppery sacle.

The main problem, once you are cle- 
posed], is to. remount unassisted. My 
companion, Donald B. Watt, in ht= firs 
(lay of ignornce, tried it from oa rear 
attack, got half-way seated on the ledge 
of the mule projecting beyond the hag- 
gage, wher she, disapproving, went tear 
ing down the hill, with tremendous licks 
at each leap, until all my friend had to 
restrain his unruly subject from abpolae 
Precedent wae the bitter end of the taal 
So we often preferred to walk part ot 
the twenty -odil miles which was the nual 
length of a day's journey. Furthernwre, 
it was often penetratingly chilly at might, 
ever though it was too hot for the ani- 
inals:to travel regularly in the dayvtine. 


PROTECTION AND MOSPITALITY PROM 
LOCAL CHEEPTASS 


We had Jetters to the principal chief- 
tains along the route and were provided 
bv them with road-guards to protect us 
from the attacks of stmy bands of rob-

The top from Tspahan to Shire took 
about three weeks, and every day brought 
new experiences. Space will allow me

“THe PATHS OF GLORY LEAD DoT, To THE 
chav’ 


Three famous listorical sites lit on 
this exravan route; Pasargade, where 
the only Inilding left intact 1 the tomb 
of Cyrus (jige 446); Nakshi-i Rustam, 
where the tremendous tombs of the 
Achettemath kings and Sassanun carv- 
ings are cut in the face of a) great cliff 
(see Color Plate XTI1), and Persepolis. 
Albof these are s0 well known, have been 
so adequately described by every arclia- 
ologist and fans writer who has visited 
Mersin since the divs of Marco Polo, that 
t hesitate to attempt even o brief sketeh 
of how the most important of all Perstan 
ring, Persepolis, lnoks today (see illus- 
tration, page 448). 

As the traveler crosses the pilain of 
\ervdasht, the slender columns of Per- 
sepolis grow steadily taller and mire dis- 
tinct. ‘The ruins lie on a great plattorm 
burlt out from the pramontory of a 
nvilintain tange. The stately palaces of 
Darius, Merxes, aml Artaxerxes, once 
wonders of the world, can still be elearty

distinguished, andl many of the great 
stone architraves amd portals, sumptu- 
ously covered with bas-reliel, are stand- 
ing today, lonely bor vividly mipressive 
rains, as lefe after they were destrower 
in. that trimendous huntire set by the 
torch of Alexander the Great in drunken 
celehration of victory (Color Plate 1}. 

Far more interesting to me than the 


ruins of Babylon or Assur, Persepolia 1s 


preeminently satisiactory in giving still 
a graphic idea of the vast acile of the 
buildings, in possessing astonishing. bits 
of bas-relief as clear as the day they. 
were hewn from the stone, and, above 
nll, in. leaving enongh mtact so that the 
imagination cain without difficulty span 
the -preat gaps from high-fing cola 
top to column top, raise the fallen fluted 
pillars, and resurrect the former glory oF
